watd the British emy're. Without 
freedom there can be no Patriotism,’ 
suid Mr. Bennett. ‘‘The Belgians. 
Belgians yalued their freedom too 
hishly to permit the violation — of 
thir country and fought every inch 
ef the zround in order that they 
might retain their self respect. Did 
you ever stop to think that the 
present war is being .arried com prin- 
cinally by a nation which has viola- 
ted its solemn word: in regard to the 
neutrality of Belgium? We, as a 
natton were also parties to that a- 
vreement, and to the last dollar 
and to the last man (will we fight 
where our word and honor are pled- 
sed.

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LORD ROBERTS DIES 
SUDDENLY IN 

London, Nov. 15.—Fteld’ Marshal 
Earl Roberts died Jast night in 
France from pneumonia. A_ telesram 
from Field Marshal £ir John French 
commander of tfle expeditionary for- 
ces of the Bit.tish on the continent, 
appraised Karl Kitchener,  s2cretary 
of state of war, of the death of Bauz- 
Tead: 
land’s great soldier. The telegram 

“T deerly regret to tell you that 
Lord Roberts died at 8 o'clock this 
(Saturday) evening.’ 

Field Marshal Roberts, who was 
colonel tin-chief-of the Indian trcops, 
had gone to France to give them 
his creatine. Secon after his arriva!' 
he became i'l. Fe suffered from a 
pneu: 
iworie. rapidly developed. His great 
age, 82 yeurs, greatly militated a, 
‘'zainst his recovery. The veteran's 
devotion to the interest of the army 
his. hard work in this connection, 
and his)seeming good health had heen 
the sublect of comment since the be- 
gining of the war. 

He was the most ropular mi‘ltary 
figure 'n Great Britain and a nation- 
al hero without rival in the affect- 
ions of the people... 

Despite his aye he had never ceas- 
ed hard work since }lis nominal re- 
tirement, and he often ramar’ed tha 
he lived a rizorously abstemious life 
that he mizht reserve his strcnzth 
for his country. During the past 
five or six years when the German 
war cloud had heen growing he prao- 
secnted an active campatizn to persu 
ade the nation to adopt. a comnul- 
sory military service.

TOWN MUST GET’ OUT 


UNHAFPY FRANK, ALTA., .WILL 
MOVE OT OF DANGER. 


The Mountain Pass Village, \hich 
Suffered Disaster In April, 1903, 
Has Had an Adventurous History 
Since It Was Founded ‘Twelve 
Years Ago and Now a New Town 
site W::1 B: Provided. 


In one of those deep narrow valleys 
characteristic, of the passes: which run 
through the Rocky Mountains, the 
town of Krank is situated. On both 
sides of it there are Jarge mountains. 
To the northwest stands Goat or Bluff 
Mountain, which runs in-a southwest: 
erl:, direction; while to the southwest 
lies the famous Turtle Mountain, 
which runs towards’ the northwest. 
The two mountains are separated only 
by the narrow pass atthe western 
‘end of the town, and in the angie 
caused by them, the town of Frank is 
built. 

The story of the town begins about 
the year 1900, when the hills in the 
neighborhood attracted’ numbers of 
prospectors, who searched them care- 
fully for indications of coal and min- 
erals, About a year later H. L. Frank 
arrived and started what is known to- 
day as the Canadian Coal Consolidat. 
ed Co,, Limited. This organization haa 
spent a great deal of money in the 
work of prospecting and development, 
and to-day ‘possesses ‘one of the best- 
equipped mines in the Pass. 

The new town thus started progress. 
ed very rapidly. It was organized the 
same year as Mr. Frank arrived, and 
occupied the site on which the busi- 
ness part of the town now stands aa 
well as considerable. ground’ to the 
east of it. People came in in consid- 
erable numbers, and. in one year the 
population of the town grew to over 
eight hundred people. Frank had the 
prospect of becoming’ the business 
centre of the Pass... >| 

One morning the people of the town 
was awakened by a tremendonus crash, 
and discovered that half the town had 
been destroyed by: a. great: mass of 
Jime-stone. When they went to bed 
the night before this rock lad been 
resting three thousand feet up on the 
top of Turtle Mountain. But on the 
morning of the 29th of April, 1903, al 
about 4 o'clock, this peak, which had 
overhung the valley for so long, slid 
or topplel off and’came down with a 


crash which was ‘felt at MacLeod, 
thirty miles away.) The © rock-slide 
covers nearly two square miles. of 


ground, and many of the great bould- 
ers are as large us*tenement houses, 
It did not run down: the side of the 
mountain, but looks-as though it. had 
leaped into the air and never touched 
until it hit*the ground, reaching right 
across the valley, which. it covered 
with lime-stone from forty to two hun- 
dred feet deep.

But once a start was made the town 
grew very rapidly and now. has about 
twelve hundred people in it. Frank, 
to-day, has us fine.a lot’of miners as 
any mining camp*in Canada. They 
are good workmen and nearly all ewn 
their own homes, but-owing to a long 
strike which lasted for eight months 
last year, they are net now in a posi- 
tion financially, to. make the move 
which haS been ordeieds:
